This is directly iii line with Secre­ 
tary of State H ull’s recent demand 
for the humanizing of war practices. 
Even Germany is on record to much 
the same effect. Berlin has proposed 
the prohibition of gas. poisonous and

bombs and

of bombs of any kind on o[H*u locali­ 
ties outside the range of ordinary a r­ 
tillery; that is to say, beyond the ac­ 
tual fighting front. 
The democracies should take the 
Nazis u[i on that. To say

The way to find 
out is to call.
